Johnson had 7,665 votes in his race 
for electrical superintendent, while 
Carroll B. McGaughey received 5,904. 

William Johnson, seeking renomina- 
tion as warden, averted a runover in 
his three-cornered contest by a ma- 
jority of only 32 votes. He had 6,663

URATES CONFLICT RELIEF PROPOSAL 


Seating of Delegates Up 
to Convention; Tucker 
Enters Governor’s Race. 


The Georgia reapportionment act 
passed last year by the legislature 


will throw the burden of decision on 
the seating of delegates and on all 
races for state off 
close as to be doubtful entirely on 
the shoulders of the democratic state 
convention, to be held at Macon on 
October 21, it was decided Wednes- 
day at a meeting here of a subcom- 
mittee of the executive state’ com- 
mittee.

While the subcommittee was reach- 
ing its determination thus to place 
with the convention proper the burden 
of accrediting this year’s delegates, 
announcement of the formal entrance 
of Speaker Arlie D. T'ucker as the 
sixth candidate for governor was fol- 
lowed by a statement from the politi- 
cal camp of former Senator Thomas 
W. Hardwick, that while Mr. Hard- 
wick will not enter the race for the 
United States senate, he is seriously 
considering becoming a candidate for 
governor. Tucker paid the $250 en- 
trance fee equired. 

These rap developments had bare- 
ly Seteene ‘kaien when friends of 
John N. Holder, former chairman of 
the state highway commission, assert- 
ed he probably would make a definite 
announcement concerning the gover- 
nor’s race by Sunday and that in all 
likelihood his entrance fee would be 
paid before June 3, the closing date.

WASHINGTON, May 25.—(7)— 
Senate democrats pushed their $2,300,- 
000,000 unemployment relief bill for-| 
ward today despite President Hoover’s 
emphatic opposition to its provision 
for a $500,000,000 public works bond 
issue. 

The bill was fermally introduced | 
after receiving the unanimous approval 
of the combined democratic steering 
and policy committees. It was re- 
ferred to the banking committee. 

Chairman Norbeck announced that 
committee would begin consideration 
of the bill next Wednesday. 

At the same time Speaker Garner 
said his $2,100,000,000 program had 
been drafted into a bill and would be 
introduced tomorrow. 

Republicans on both sides of the 
capitol waited for the democratic bills, 
determined if possible to reach a com- 
promise acceptable to the president. 

The democratic bill, which was pre- 
sented to the senate By Chairman 
Wagner, of the subcommittee which 
drafted it, provides in addition to the 
bond issue an increased capitalization 
of $1,500,000,000 for the reconstruc- 
tion corporation for loans on szelf- 
liquidating projects and $300,000,000 
for direct relief loans to states. 

Senator Robinson, of Arkansas. the 
democratic leader, who helped to frame 
the bill, said he would not agree to 
a recess for the conventions in June 
unless the bill was acted upon. 

Wagner, in presenting the bill, de- 
nied President Hoover's contention 
that a bohd issue for public works 
would result in the building of un- 
necessary and wasteful projects. 

He said the government is spending 
annually $4,495,740 for postoffices on 
which the leases will expire before 


July 1, 1934. The average rental for

LEGISLATIVE JAM 
TOPIC FOR STUDY 


Chiefs of Press Were in 
Conference With Execu- 
tive More Than 3 Hours 
on Vital Problems. 


WASHINGTON, May 25.—(2)— 
President Hoover, turning to the press 
of the nation, tonight discussed meats 
of aiding the nation’s economic situa- 
tion, and rallying publie opinion in 
local communities behind a. breaking 
of the legislative jam in congress. 

Various opinions upon the course 
and effect of the conference came 
from the 39 leading publishers or 
their representatives as they emerged 
after midnight from a _ three-hour 
meeting in the president's study. 

From ohe of those at the confer- 
ence came a definite statement that 


the sales tax was presented as the 
one best means of breaking the legis- 
lative jah in which congress now 
finds itself, and that. President Hoo- 
ver himself heid this view. Others, 
‘however, disputed thig and maintain- 
ed that although the sales tax was 
mentioned among othér topics, there 
was no agreement upon it, and that 
the chief executive did not commit 
himself to its revival in the pending 
revenue bill. 

Although the administration never 
has sponsored: it directly, the -presi- 
dent received reports from all sec- 
tioms of: the country—following the 
overthrow of the proposal in the 
house—that many favored such a levy 
rather than those imposed by 
house. 

The chief executive felt, it was 
known, that if there was sufficient 
time and the pressure became strong 
envagh,- there was chance that the 


bay tax might be revived.

prepared to accept it should the scn- 
ate place it in the revenue bill now be- 
ing considered in that chamber.

seriously affect races wherein a few | 
unit votes would decide where a can- | 
didate wins or loses, as the convention 


decides on whether it will seat dele- 
gates under the old or new law. 

Under the 1981 reapportionment act 
Troup county becomes a six-unit-vote 
county with three representatives in 
the state legislature, and Laurens 
drops to a four-unit-vote county with 
two representatives. A candidate who 
needs two unit votes for a plurality 
in a certain race fore state office 
would win if he had carried Laurens 
and the convention decided on seating 
by the new act. or would lose if the 
convention decided otherwise. 

Similar situations could arise in the 
convention with close races if the ré- 
sult hinged on a number of other 
counties because of changes broughi 
about by reapportionment. The new 
law raises Polk, Spalding, Baldwin 
and Dougherty from two to four-vote 
counties and reduces Jefferson, 
Wilkes, Screven and Elbert to two- 
rote counties. 

The committee's decision Wednes- 
day came as the result of a letter 
from Judge R. Earl Camp, of Dub- 
lin, Laurens county, who is a can- 
didate for congress in the new sixth 
district, contending that the basis for 
the county unit vote in the congres- 
sional race should be on the old line- 
up instead of the new, Laurens hav- 
ing six instead of four unit votes.

Way for Homecoming. 


WASHINGTON, May 25.—(#)— 
Henry M.. Blackmer, missing witness 
in the Teapot Dome oil trials, has 
paid the government $3,670,784 to 
settle civil tax evasion charges and 

,000 in fines for contempt of court 
but still faces arrest should he return 
to the United States. 

Indictments charging tax evasion 
are pending against him in the Unit- 
ed States court at Denver, and treas- 
ury officials said today they would 
be pressed should Blackmer return. 
George Gordon Battle, Blackmer’s at- 
torney, said tdoay he had received no 
intimation that the wealthy Colorado 
oil’ man would break his exile and 
come back from France. 

Battle paid the fines to the United 
States court today and received from 
the United States marshal $100,000 
in 3 1-2 per cent liberty bonds which 
were seized by the government ‘in 
1927 when Blackmer was. adjudged 
guilty of contempt of court for fail- 
ure to appear at the  Fall-Sinclair 
conspiracy ‘trial. 

It was liberty bonds traced by the 
United States secret service which 
first connected Blackmer with the oil 
lease scandals in which the govern- 
ment: charged that Albert B. Fall, 
secretaty of the interior, had con- 
spired with Harry F. Sinclair, 
weathy oil man, to defraud the govern- 
ment of the Teapot Dome naval oil 
reserves. The bonds, it was found 
on investigation, were part of the 
proceeds of an oil deal in which 
Blackmer, Sinclair and other oil. men 
participated in the purchase and re- 
sale of oil. 

The oil men formed the Continental 
Trading natag for handling their 
transactions. The secret service traced 
some of the bonds from the company 
to Sinclair and Fall. Blackmer, sum- 
moned as a government witness in the 
Fall-Sinclair trial in 1927, failed to 
appear. Contempt proceedings and 
seizure of the $100,000 in liberty 
bonds followed. 

He was found guilty of contempt 
of court a second time when he re- 
fused to appear at the trial of Sin- 
clair in 1928. 

Later the court imposed a fine of 
$30,006 on each of two charges un- 
der a newly enacted law giving the 
courts authority to seize up to $100,- 

of the property of any person 
who refused to return from abroad 
and testify in a criminal trial.
